Two nurses and two doctors will be administering 1 
injections from 12 until 2.30 daily, in the McOill Union. 

Immunization against polio requires three Injections, one to be given between today 
and Friday, the second sometime before Christmas, and the final shot six months later. 

The Quebec Command Cana- 
dian Legion in conjunction with 
the March of Dimes is giving the 
shots. The vaccine is being sup- 
plied by the Provincial Govern- 
ment. 



In 1955 the vaccine was approx- 
imately 80 per cent effective in 
preventing paralytic polio. An un- 
vaccinated child was five times 
more likely to get paralytic polio 
than the child who had been in- 
noculatcd. This, despite the fact

Immaturity Made 
Mid-East Crisis 

A top Israeli diplomat has put his finger on immatur- 
ity as the key to the mideast strife. . 

Moshe Erel, First Secretary of Israel's .Ottawa Em- 
bassy, told an Israeli Students' meeting that political inex- 
perience in fledgling nations plus varied shades of Arab 
nationalism complicate the area's turmoil. 

In his country's foreign service 
aince the Israeli independence 
war of the '40's, (in which he 
fought!), he has subsequently 
held a Washington post parallel- 
ing his present Canadian one. 

His casual address analyzed 
such Arab nationalisms as that in 
Bourguiba'* Tunisia,. Nasser's 
Egypto-Syrian merger, and Hus- 
sein's Jordan, and concluded that 
there is no- single sentiment vis- 
ible. Without direct" comment on 
his own state, he declared that 
it's the Arab countries, not 
Israel, whjch wrestle with the 
heaviest burdens of underde- 
velopment. 

He warned, however, not to 
blame the Arab peoples for this. 
History dictated it.

It is very seldom that a student newspaper in the 
Province of Quebec has occasion to commend the Prov- 
incial Government or any of its policies. It is a rare event 
indeed when this government "does anything for which the 
students feel they should be thankful. But every once" in 
a while the unusual does happen. That's what makes the 
newspaper business so fascinating. 

The Polio clinic which opens in the Union today is a 
case in point. The Provincial Government is sponsoring 
the clinic in co-operation with' the' March of Dimes and 
tho Canadian 'Federation for Poliomyelitis. All students 
are welcome to take 'advantage of the opportunity to be 
vaccinated free of charge against this dread disease. 

This step forward in the, student health program at 
McGill is an important 1 one. Tjlirough the Combined Cha- 
rities campaign t and the worlt; of the World University 
Service McGill students' contribute toward the improvement 
of health" facilities at; universities around the world. But 
we give so .very little; thought :to the problems of student 
health right here on!oùr own campus. 

In many countries which are economically less dev- 
eloped than Canada the student health programs are a 
major governmental consideration and as such receive 
considerable attention and assistance. Student rest centres, 
student clinics and free dental care are standard features 
at universities in Yugi slavia for example.

i Opposes Federal 
! Grants 

To the Editor : 

I should like, to add my voice 
to those opposing federal grants. 

If McGill- is to continue as an 
Institution of free thought it 
must be independent of govern- 
ment control. _ 

Once government grants be- 
' come statutory, the university 
anticipates them, and hence can 
no longer refuse them. ' 

Now, there will be some who 
will try to exert influence 
through the grants, no matter 
how often one repeats to oneself 
the words "no strings attached". 
Anyone who fails to realize this, 
especially a resident of Quebec, 
is either blind or a complete 
idealist. Let us try to be realistic. 
Provided the university has a 
strong man at its head, these, 
strings will not amount to much, 
but we will not always have a 
man such as Dr. James for Prin- 
cipal. 

The acceptance of government 
grants is the first step towards 
the centralization of higher edu- 
cation. Eventually a Board of 
Education will be established to 
direct or govern the universities, 
in much the same manner as 
present Boards of Education set 
curricula, choose staff and place 
restrictions on • the scope of 
thought in the High Schools to- 
_day. Through this Board of Edu- 
cation the taxpayer will undoub- 
tedly, try to exercise his "demo- 
cratic right". (Unfortunately we 
tend to forget that our demo- 
cratic right consists in electing 
the man we feel best equipped 
to do the job for us, not in tel- 
ling him how to do' it) 

Hence, the acceptance of gov- 
ernment grants would have ca- 
tastrophic results for tho univ- 
ersity. - One need only look to 
the majority of American State' 
Colleges for verification of this. 

We all know that McGill is 
facing the problem of insuffi- 
it funds and hençe inability 
function properly. Before we

can reject the idea of acceptance 
of government grants we must 
be prepared to put forth i jsys- 
tcm .which will fijlllhe financial 
void 'while avoiding .government 
control.

J Now, the' greater the number 
of sources of funds, the less the 
amount of power- attached' to 
each. So perhaps : the student 
body of McGill could divert .some 
of its energy, which is apparent- 
ly so abundant, from trying to 
convince M. Duplessis that Que- 
bec should accept federal grants, 
towards trying to convince the 
McGill alumni that McGill should 
retain its status as a private in- 
stitution, and that it needs their 
help to do so. Secondly, a lit- 
tle of this energy could be used 
in convincing Industry that the 
University needs more money if 
it is to supply them with able 
employees and to carry on re- 
. search in fields beneficial to in- 
dustry. '■ 

Now looking to the federal 
grants themselves, could cot this 
money, be converted into an ex- 
tensive bursary system, with the 
bursaries being granted directly 
from the government to the in- 
dividual student? (This also ap- 
plies to provincial aid). By the 
dispersal of this large sum of 
money the power behind it would 
become non existent. An increa- 
se in fees would then be required 
in order that the money find its 
way to the University. If the sys- 
tem were regulated properly it 
could equalize the opportunity of 
attending university and would 
tend to raise academic standards. 

I, have suggested three sour- 
ces of financial kid: alumni, in- 
dustry, and government grants 
In the form of bursaries. If no 
one individual - source becomes 
proportionately 'too great, there 
.can be no power attached to It. 

However, I realizè that trying 
to solicit financial aid from in- 
dustry or from the alumni is 
harddly as exciting or adventur- 
ous as going up to Quebec city 
and pounding on M. Duplessis' 
door, or waging' an all day strike 
(with posters!), so perhaps my 
plan is a little too down to earth 
for our imaginative student body.

IN MONTREAL for a ten^Jay run 
is 'an unanswerable rebuttal to 
: the so-called "Culture-conscious 
• Canadians" who . persist . In an 
endless prattle of destructive crit- 
icism on the subject of that 
> country's artistic state. > ■ 
The strength of such a company 
Is in the unity of Its workings. In 
the degree to .which Its member 
- parti can achieve a harmony in 
their endeavourg — for the endless 
tormenti of touring, of quick and 
ready" ~ adaptation to new end 
strange environments, can pull at 
the seamt and tug at the shirt- 
tails of a troupo't telf-control. It is 
often difficult to conceive how thu 
means to an artistic end must be 
so militaristic in their execution, 
but no corps de ballet worthy of 
the name could survive without a 
phalanx-like approach to its art. 
And in this respect the National 
Is a potent machine, able to arrive 
segmented in a city, its parts 
spread in the unavoidable disarray

"Ballad" is a reworded cliche, 
on old guest with new clothes. Art, 
I believe, Is a oneness which 
restricts any - of its parts from 
dissociating itself. And literature, 
music, painting, and ballet are 
masterful and spontaneous entities, 
•Interdependent and highly relative, 
which weave in and out amongst 
• themselves like austere spheres 
around a central truth. Thus an 
exile from one sphere should not 
be sanctioned as the citizen of 
another.

How- 
ever, giving up music as a career 
doesn't mean giving it up altoge- 
ther. He still keeps it up (he 
plays jazz as well as classical), 
playing at night at the Catholic 
Sailors' Club. Mr. Crompton tells 
of his interesting life rather re- 
luctantly — he says, "I hate pu- 
blicity, and I don't want people 
to think I'm bragging". 

-During hit three and a half 
yeert at McGill, many interesting 
end amuting incidents have oc- 
curred In hii office. He taught 
when he remembert 'one thy 
little girl who came in one day 
very fluttered'— the had. lost 
her bloomersl" People who conti- 
nually lose things don't annoy 
him^ — as long as they come for 
the things they lose. The ones 
who do annoy him are those who 
lose an expensive text-book end 
don't bother to claim it, even, 
efter he has' phoned their pa- 
rents. He finds the pace hectic 
at the Arts Building, but enjoys 
it because the time pattes rapid- 
ly- 

Mr. Crompton faughs at the 
way most first year students 
appear terrified of him. He says, 
. "I bully them for their own 
good; in first year they think 
I'm an old grouch, by fourth year 
we're the best of pals." When 
he first came he used to say 
"Gentlemen, please don't whistle 
in the halls", but he soon reali- 
zed that this method was futile 
with McGill's uncouth freshmen. 
Students 'change . considerably' 
from their freshman days to the 
end of their last year, according 
to Mr. Crompton. "They como 
lure raw, but gradually become

more cultured". He feels that 
this is not merely part of grow- 
ing up, but is largely influenced 
by the university atmosphere. 

His nautical career brought 
him more than a paid trip around 
the world — it was on one of 
the ships that he met his wife. 
From Liverpool, like himself, she 
was working in the souvenir 
shop on the ship. (Mrs. Crompton 
is now the cashier in the McGill 
Book Store.) • . 

They came to Canada "becau- 
se my wife and kiddie caught the 
Canada bug". He says, "I have 
no regrets about coming, and my 
wife Is now one hundred per cent 
Canadian. However, Dianne, my 
18-year-old daughter wants to go 
to London; she says that there's 
something about the atmotphere 
there that gets under your skin". 
According to Mr. Crompton, Ca- 
nada hasn't the atmosphere that 
Europe possesses, but Is better 
off economically. He finds Cana- 
dians very patriotic "In a blunt, 
candid way — "If you say any-' 
thing against Canada, they imme- 
diately flere up". 

Asked about the Daily, Mr. 
Crompton said that it varies from 
year to year, depending on the 
editor. He finds this year's Daily 
blunt, frank and to the point as 
compared with that of about 3 
years ago, which was interesting 
because of the controversy it 
provoked. He says he is not 
trying to implicate this year's pa- 
per, thinks it is well done. "The 
poetic efforts are very good, and 
the most interesting parts are 
the controversial letters to" the 
editor written by the students 
themselves". At times he ha» 



felt like writing a letter himself, 
after some snide or otherwise 
remark has been published about 
him.
